THE FATAL ROUT OF THE FIAT HOST.

CoLumsvus, O., Oct. 9.—Large numbers of 
politicians have been congregated at their head- 
quarters during the day, in a state of feverish 
anxiety, which was caused by the early reports 
this morning that Gov. Young had been defeat- 
ed. At tne Democratic rooms telegrams were 
received which seemed to confirm the first re- 
port. The Democrats at once became enthusi- 
astic, and, before noon, they claimed that But- 
terworth was also defeated, but, about noon, 
the Republicans received news, claiming the 
election of both by about 1,100. This evening 
the Republicans concede the election of Warner, 
Democrat, over Van Voorhees, in the Thirteenth 
District, by 54 majority.

TILDEN’S BAD LUCK. 
A MICHIGAN JUDGE CONVINCES PEOPLE THAT 

HE Is NO NEW YORK MINISTER OF JUSTICE.

Drrnorr, Mich., Oct. 9,—The case of Tilden’s 
New York lawyer, Thomas Harland, charged 
with complicity in the seizure of books intro- 
duced as evidencein the Tilden income tax 
suit before Notary Maynard Marquette, was 
resumed this morning, whe motion to dis- 
miss, on the ground that the prosecution failed 
to make out a case, was vigorously argued by Har- 
land himseif, his counsel, G. V. N. Lathrop, and 
Roger M. Sherman, Assistant District Attorney 
for New York, representing the Government. 
Young Sherman’s speech was really a Keen, 
vigorous, incisive effort, warmly commended 
by members of the Bar. Harland fought des- 
perately, striving to show that there was noth- 
ing illegal in the seizure of the books, and 
especially that his own part in the transaction 
was not cuipable. He dwelt long on the cipher 
dispatches, explaining their true inwardness to 
his own satisfaction, but not to that of Com- 
missioner Davison, who, in rendering a de- 
cision, said, in his view of the law and the facts, 
there was no course for him bat to deny the 
motion for the discharge. 

Hariand, evidently dejeeted, asked for further 
time to prepare for defense, and, finally, a fur- 
ther hearing was postponed until to-morrow. 

THE MOST SENSATIONAL FEATURE 

of the whole affair was developed in the United 
States District Court to-day. District-Attorney 
Sherman yesterday submitted a petition to 
Judge Baxter, asking an order requiring Law- 
rence McClosky and the officers and servants of 
the New York Mine to show cause why thev 
should not return to the office of Mr. Maynard 
the four books stolen. thence on the night of 
Sept. 23, and restraining those persons from 
otherwise disposing of the books.

Engineer Westgate says as to the cause of 
the accident that, when near Wollaston Station, 
he saw a freight train moving over the conpect- 
ing track. His engine struck a corner of this 
train, an empty flat car, but not with sufficient 
force to throw it from the track. Westgate as- 
serts positively that the inward track was clear, 
and that the freight car was across the connec- 
tion. When he passed over the switch by which 
the inward is connected with the outward track. 
he discovered that something was wrong, his 
lirst impression being that the switch was open, 
and this was confirmed by the observation of 
others. He instantly whistled down brakes,” 
and reversed the engine. The switches are 
about 100 feet apart, and, the engine haying 
passed the first switch in safety, the engineer 
hoped that it would hold to the iron as the only 
means of saving the train, but the second switch 
being also open, the locomotive left the rail, 
and the catastrophe followed.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 9.—This morning a 
misplaced switch caused a freight train of the 
Louisvilie, Nashville & Great Southern Railroad 
to be thrown down an embankment a distance 
of twenty -five feet, near Saundersviliec, nine- 
teen miles north of Nashville. The train at the 
time was running at the rate of twenty miles 
av hour, aud the momentum caused it to plunge 
from the track with terrible velocity. The loco- 
motive upset quickly, followed by six cars. 
Ere Thomas Strother, engineer, could make an 
effort to escape, he was buried amid broken 
machinery and hissing steam, that literally 
boiled him. Michael O’Barr, fireman, became 
involved in the machinery of the locomotive, 
and, although he screamed loudly for assist- 
ance, none could :be rendered, and he died a 
most horrible death in the same manner as the 
engineer. One of the cars fell on the cab, and, 
cutting through the corter of it, severed one 
of O’Barr’s lees from his body. 
possible a wrecking train was sent to the scene 
of the accident, and the corpses got out of the 
debris. They presented a horrible sight. 
Strother lived two hours after the accident, 
suffering terrible agony. The cars were badly 
demolished. Strother was a young manu, a 
resident of Edgeficid, and leaves a wife.

MINERS KILLED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Oct. 9.—A frightiul accident 
occurred in the Prospect shaft near this city 
last night. Jenkins Lewis, George Tasker, 
John Williams, and James Ruaune were at work 
together in a distant chamber when a sudden ex 
plosion of flredamp took place. The miners were 
hurled against the side of the gangway and their 
bodies frightfully mutilated, A large force was 
employed in other parts of the mine, and the 
explosion attracted them at once.to the scene of 
the calamity. The injured men were dug out 
of the debris in which they were 
found, and, aithough not lifeless, they all ex- 
pired shortiv alter their removal. The accident 
was caused by the carrying of an open lamp 
into the chamber. 

In the Empire shaft another horrible accident 
occurred, which resulted in the death of Thomas 
Gallagher. He attempted to jump on the car- 
riage at the bottom of the shaft after the signal 
to ascend was given, but missed his footing and 
was carried up between the timbers aud the side 
of the shaft for a distance of sixty feet. His 
body was badly mangled.

A Streng Pilea for Houest Money—The Fal- 
lacies, of the Fiat Agitation Exposed im 
a Characteristic Speech at Maione—Green- 
backs Backed by Gold the Currency for 
the Country. 

Ma.ons, St. Lawrence Co., N. T.. Oct. 4.— 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, in his address before 
the County Fair Association, spoke as follows 
upon the financial! issue: 

We have had in our country a magnificent in- 
flation. We have built within twenty-five vears 
some 75,000 miles of railroad, and in order to 
build that we spent about $5,000,000,000. Well, 
there was work for everybody. We had every- 
thing growing, aud there was prosperity all over 
the land. Everybody worked for everybodv.— 
everybody wanted to employ somebody cise. 
Iu the mean time the War came upon our hands. 
and in that we spent $10,000,000,000. What 
fort To build up? No; to tear down and de- 
struy. Every single, solitary dollar that wus 
spent was wasted by us. But, as a matter of 
fact, we didu’t spend the money,—we only 
agreed to. We scattered all over the country 
certain notes which we “agreed to pay. and 
we have not got them paid yet. In my judg- 
ment, it did not take as much patriotism to put 
down the Rebellion as it will take to pay the 
debt. Aman can be brave for a few minutes 
when he is right in the line of battle, aud when 
be looks and sees that nobody else ruus. It is 
comparatively eusy to do that, and be shot 
down at the post of glory. It is comparatively 
easy to die for a sae te But it is migtty 
hard to live for it. It is hard work to get up 
at 4 o’clock jn the morning and work until the 
sun goes Gown, aud do that fur a lite. 

“J say we spent all of this money, and we had 
what they call prosverity, aud while that was 
going onthe young men left the farms, and 
said they didn’t want to be farmers. They said; 
‘We won’t farm it; we will vo to the city. 
Every mau that could get $500 worth of Bama 
ou trust became a merchant. cv Wanted 
to be dentists, lawyers, doctors,—something 
that there was no work in. When they could 
not. do that they would start an tusurance 
association. Theo they sent their agents 
all over the country to get your 
property insured, to get. your life in- 
sured, and every moment you would have a 
picture of a coftir thrust iu your facc to see if 
you wouldn’tiasure. And those ayents would 
come apd sit down by you and talk about your 
last struggle with that monster—death. They 
get u certain share of the premium, and they in- 
sured anybody. They insured consumption in 
its last hemorrhage, aud the money flowed into 
the society. As soon us the [cllows began to 
die the Company closed its doors. Tbeu they 
nad fire-insurance companies. The agents of 
these also had a share of the premiums, and 1 
tell you that for six, eicht. or ten years they 
would have insured an iceberg in perdition. 
Then the merchants filied all the cars and all 
the hotels and bars with runners and drummers. 
Every man that vou met had three carpet-sacks 
filled with samples. And in the meantime we 
bad the Bankrupt law. so that every map who 
couldn't pay his debts might take the benefit of 
this law.

„All at ouce—in 1873—there came a crash, 
and the brother that had staid — home and 
worked on the farm saw in the that his 
brother, who was President of a 15 o- insurance 
company, was a Vagrant and a vagabond. He 
read, too, that the railroad had failed, and that 
it was in the hands of a Receiver, and that its 
bonds were as worthiess as the first autumn 
leaves that grew on this earth. Then he began 
to think that he was doing well himself; and 
the fact is that the men who cultivate the soil 
are to-day the richest, on the average, of any 
class of men under our flag. Then we got hard 
times. Everybody who bad a mortgage as an 
adornment to his property bas suffered. Now 
they say the way to get back—the way to have 
prosperous times again—is to again go in debt. 
Suppose I bought farm for 83.000 
and 
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— Oe year! Finally, when they come and say 
they have got to have the money, what would 
vou think if I were to say to them, ‘I never had 
a better time in my lite than when I was giving 
those notes. All that is necessary for unver- 
sal happiness and peace is to let me keep right 
on giving my notes.’ I say to them, the reason 
of hard times is because they have lost confi- 
dence in me. They say the reason they have 
lost confidence is tbat I have not got the money. 

No, it is precisely the same with an in- 
dividual that it is with the Government. I say 
here to-day that every farmer ought to know 
that he can’t make something out of nothing. 
The United States Government can’t make 
money. It can make what it calls money. It 
bas not the power to make it; it has the power 
to make you take it. In other words it has the 
power to make every creditor take it, and no- 
body else. If you go to buy a bushel of wheat, 
and you have got flat’ money, the man can say 
‘I will take $1 in gold for that wheat, bat | 
want $5 if you pay iu * flat money.“ How are 
you guing to prevent him! The money you 
have got 1s good simply because it promises te 
pay. Now it is proposed to have money that 
we will promise not to pay. If nonsense can go 
beyoud that, I eannot conceive the route or 
path that it will take. Then if Congress says 
vou must take it, Congress must fix the price of 
everything. It must fix the price of wheat; it 
must fix the price Of making a speech in a law- 
suit; it must fix the price of every article, or 
cise it cannot make its money good. 

But some gentlemen say that Congress has 
the power to make money, and | want to ask 
them ove question, I want you to think about 
it: if this Government has the power to make 
money, why should it collect taxes from us! 
Why don’t they make it and let us alone? If 
this Government can make a dollar or a thou- 
sand dollar bill just that quick [slapping his 
hauds together], why —. they make us labor 
day and night, and make us pay takes to sup- 
port them! If the Government can make 
money, let them make it and letus alone. But, 
instead of that, this great Government comes 
up here into this county with the bayonet and 
compels you to pay taxes. It is like the ocean 
trotting around to borrow a little salt water, or 
like the sun trving to get the loan of a candle 
from sume poor devil that has worked wecks to 
make that candle. 80 I say to them, if they 
can do it, let them do it. 

“Very well, if the Government ſcan make 
money, how much can it make? How will 1 get 
my share? How much is it going to issuc ! 
Some say ‘ Enougn to produce prosperity.’ But 
ho much they can’t tell. me say they are 
going to pay up the bonds and bring money in 
that way iuto circulation, and then business 
will be prosperous. But I say business will be 
1 when the country is prosperous. 

ut if you get too much paper and it goes down, 
who loses it? The Manu who has earned it and 
happens to have it in his possession—that is the 
man who loses it. You need not be afraid but 
whut the smart people—the people ou Wall 
street—will take care of themselves. They re- 
quire their toll from every man that goes by 
their way, but the farmer—the laboring man 
that has worked, and has been given some of 
that movey—he loses his labor unless tbat 
mouey is worth as much as it was the day 
he received it. But they say there is 
not money enough. I say there is pienty 
—plenty; I wish 1 could get it. We don’t 
lack money. The banks have got plenty of 
money; a certain portion of the people have 
money. We are lacking collaterals,—that is 
what we are lacking. You can get all you want 
on cail in New York at 14 and 2 per cent; and 
do you know why you don’t go and get it? Be- 
cause you haven't got the coilaterais; and if 
we are going to pass a law on this subject, I 
would like to have Congress pass a law furnish- 
ing us collaterals. But it will not do; there is 
no foundation to it. When that money gets out 
it bas all got to be paid. 

“Call it fat money,—call it what vou 
please; the reason that a gold dollar is worth a 
dollar is because you can buy the results of the 
same amount of labor that it took to dig that 
gold dollar and to mint it. including all tne fel- 
lows that hunted and didn’t find it. [f vou take 
a piece of paper and say that it represents $5 
or $10—it only represents it because there isiga 
promise to pay that money—it is only 
good when vou believe that the man or 
Government that made the vromise is good, 
and you can’t go beyond it. Suppose you could 
blot from your mind that there was such a thing 
as gold and silver—wnhat is a dollar, just leav- 
ing gold and silver entirely out? You have got 
a ‘fiat’ bill that says it is $10, and is valuable 
because it never will be redeemed. Gold and 
silver is valuable of itself. When I take a $10 
gold piece and go to England, I have to sell it 
the same as I would a bushel of corn, and all 
tuat spread-eagie nonsense doesn’t add one 
solitary .farthing to its value. And when a 
sovereign comes here from. England, we don’t 
care anything about the beautiful picture of 
Queen Victoria, or anv other girl. It is worth 
so mnch and no more. But they say 
that it is the stamp of the Government 
that makes it valuable. Why not stamp 
them tens, thousands, or millions, 
and let us all be millionaires? It won't do! We 
will never get prosperity in that way. Slowly, 
steadily, and surely our money has advanced, 
slowly, steadily, and sureiy the world has had 
more and more contidence in the industry, the 
houesty, aud the integrity of the American peo- 
ple, and to that extent our money has advanced 
until it bas finally clasped hands upon an equali- 
ty with the precious metals. We are just inside 
of port. We came in tempest-tossed, every sail 
torn and reut, aud every mast by the side; aud 
these wreckers stand on the shore and say if you 
wWaut prusperity put out to sea once more. We 
don’t want tu—we want honest methods. No 
man lives in a country whose money is under 
par, that he does not feel a little under par 
himself. I never took out a bill that was at 2 
or 3 per cent discount that I did not feel a 
jittle that way tov. This great and splendid 
Republic, with the most intelligent and 
the best peuple in the world,—and I say the 
most honest. —I want its prumise to be as good 
in every part of the world as the promise of any 
other vation. I want the —— to be pre- 
served; I want to have gold and silver behind 
it, 1 want it so that if 1 should go into the 
furthest isle of the Pacific and should take out 
a greenback a savage would look at it and bis 
eves would glitter as if he looked at gold. Then 
you feel like you are somebody; like you had a 
great aud splendid nation, aud even that old 
flag would look better if every promise of the 
Uuited States had been redeemed. And you 
never know how much you feel like that until 
you go to a foreign country. When 1 was 
there ulew days ago, I just happened to see 
that old flag; it looked to me as if the air had 
just blossomed out. 1 want to feel that way 
ali my life. I want to feel that man is capable 
of governing hunself, and that a republican 
Goveroment is the very acme and hight of 
natigual honor.“

Hu speak of 
the “greenback mania and sive deiusion,”’ 
aud in onvection gu on to say that en people 
will wonder that such an absurdit as ‘fiat’ 
money Was ever thought of.” L Congress 
make the greenback payable on a Je in gold 
aud silver coin, aod every man, woman, and 
child in the Union will be seized with a green- 
back mania. So 1 really do not see what 
Creeubucks have to do with hat mouev. 
If you mean by the “silver delusion” the 
efforts put forth by honest-mouey meu to secure 
the Silver bill, which partially restores silver to 
its proper place in the currency of the country, 
vou will find that the “ delusion” will vot be 
dispelled until every obstacie to the unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver is removed. The 
Gold Ring and the men who talk about a gold 
basis are the fathers of the fiat monev schemes. 
The panic has been intensified 50 per cent by the 
cliorts of the Gold Riug to rob the debtors of 
the option they had to pav their debts in gold 
or silver. The Gold Ring was warned long ago 
that the efforts that were making to increase 
the value of the dollar at the expense of the 
debtor class by demonetizing silver would make 
repudiation respectable. Ii the Gold Ring, 
which has its centre in Europe, does not take 
Warning from the hints which have been thrown 
out during the struggle for the remonetization 
of silver, it may be visited with a form of redis- 
tribution more intensely radical than any yet 
suggested dy the most extreme Fiat men.

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The Author of “Kin Beyond Sea” txprain 
plaining Its Bearing on British Politics. 
What the Ex-Premier Meant When He 
Said That Jeff Davis Had Made the South 
a Nation.

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—With a copy of “Kin Be- 
yond Sea” in my pocket, I went to Chester at 
once to see Mr. Gladstone. Chester is within 

four and a half miles ot Broughton Hall, a 

little rural station, and Broughton Hail is 

within two and a half of Hawarden, Mr. Glad- 
stone’s well-known country home. But for that 
copy of the North American Jeview in my hand, 

I might have doubted whether I was going to 

see astatesman whose fame fills the world. 

There was abundant evidence of this, however, 

not only in the article in question, but in the 

excited aud passionate journalistic comments 
which it has evoked and with which 
the English press has for a week past 
been teeming. The scenes around me 


requirea such evidence, for the busy life 
of men seemed to be fading awav from me 
steadily as | approached Broughton Hall. It is 
a typical British country station. One rustic 
waiting for the up train, two rustics waiting for 
the down train, and the three in the meantime 
chewing straws in bovine contemplation of each 
other across the track. The landscape beyond 
carried out the idea of perfect repose. In my 
short walk up to Hawarden Castle I met just 
about the same number of persons as I had left 
behind me at the station. I did not want to 
meet any more, for the view was beautiful 
enough to engage all my attention. It com- 
vines in character at once the scenery of En- 
gland and of North Wales. There were hills to 
give a touch of bordering wildness to a picture 
of beautifully wooded and finely cultivated 
land, with the sunshine and the morning dews 
between them bringing out to perfection the 
bricht green of the grass. 

Hawarden itself seems a perfect castle of in- 
dolence in its approaches. At the lower gate, 
by which I entered, there was no porter in 
charge of the unfinished lodge; and I had near- 
ly a mile’s walk through a leafy avenue 
without any one to challenge my right to en- 
3 The scene was soon to change in 
character. The host entered, and ove glance at 
him was enough to dissipate all thougnts of 
slothful or even lettered ease. He came in 
very burriedly, as though fresh from the most 
pressing labors,—if one might judge by the 
purposeful set of the lincs of his face. There 
was no missing this expression. The face was 
the first thing vou looked at. and the last. 

„Jam so much engaged,“ said Mr. Glad- 
stone, with a smile that was. matched in grave 
sweetness of expression by his always incom- 
parable yoiee. ‘‘ The very great pressure of my 
avocations compels me to seem discourteous to 
all callers in declining to receive them, but 1 
shall be must happy to send some one to show 
you the house and grounds.“ 

“I must be frank enough to admit.“ I re- 
pliea, **that the indiscretion of my visit was 
mainly prompted by a desire to see their owner. 
The author of ‘Kin Bevond Sea,’ | am afraid, 
must thank himself if that desire is felt by every 
person who is rejoiced to see justice done to the 
spirit of American institutions by an English 
public mau. But the public appreciation 
ot that article has already been to fully ex- 
pressed in the United States to make it becom- 
ing in me to do more than allude to it as the 
cause, and I hope the excuse, of my visit. In so 
far as I can judge, Awerfeans are not so much 
flattered by your predietions of their commercial 
supremacy as gratified Sy the sincerity and seri- 
ousness af purpose in thy study of their Consti- 
tution which has led you o make them.“ 

“And yet, in a sense,“ said Mr. Gladstone, 
leading the way himself, as he spoke, through 
the open window to the inwn, I assure you that 
I made the study as much for my own couutry- 
men as for the Americans, I have long felt that 
wein Eugland need a Warning to set our house 
in order, and that no nne can be better for its 
utterance than when e are on the brink of 
iresh Imperial res ponsibilities.”’ 

* You have done bat strict justice.“ I con- 
tinued, to the self-cqntgol of America ip prais- 
ing her for consenting to bear some of the heav- 
iest burdens of war in time of peace for the sake 
of clearing off the national debt. And may | 
suggest. without presumption, that anotber ex- 
ample of the same national and popular virtue— 
of equal importance for the purposes of your 
article—might have been found iv the resolute 
resistance of the beoble of the Union to purely 
ambitious schemes for the increase of their ter- 
ritory? It would be easy to enlarge the States 
without exactly ceasing, to make them ‘continu- 
ous,’ but projects looking to mere increase 
of territory have never found much favor with 
the people. May not, Kugland have something 
to learn from Ameri in the way of curbing 
that * land-hunger’ we hear about so much!“ 

Mr. Gladstone“ Lou mean in regard to 
Cuba:“ 

“ Yes, that is a case in point; but I was think- 
ing also of the general, fact that the States do 
not periodically feel themselves under the 
necessity of making new aunexstions to se- 
cure the old.“ 

Mr. Gladstone“ No doubt; but in this case 
self-control is to some extent imposed on the 
American people by, circumstances, or is, at 
léast. obviously suggested by circumstances. 
They know the value of the blessing they have 
in the possession of a vast continuvus territory. 
The value of that blessing can hardly be exag- 
gerated. I have dwelt upon that, you may have 
observed, very earnestly in the article which 
you kindly say has so interested you, and 1 
hope I have succeeded in making it a capital 
point.“ 

»The world,” I replied, “had hitherto 
thought that different circumstances bad im- 
posed the same self-control upon Englishmen, 
and some observers of English affairs have been 
rather astonished to hear the loudest applause 
over the virtual annexation of Cyprus coming 
apparently from the popalar ranks.” 

Mr. Gladstone (with a look of despairing res- 
ignation)—*'l have already expressed my opiulou 
on that subject pretty plainly in Parliament,and 
could not have returned to it without passing 
the limits assigned to the article. One great 
object with me im writing the article was to 
warn certain classes iu England—and those by 
av means the humblest classes in any sense—of 
the danger threatened us from the adoption now 
uf certain lines uf policy.’ 

‘The leisured classes,’ 
them?’ 

Mr. Gladstone—“If you like; and you will bave 
noticed, perllaps, how the well-meant warning 
las been recetved by the organs of those classes 
in the English press. Is it possible to exceed 
the abuse and cxecration poured upon me as its 
wuthor Their treatment of me, speaking of it 
in veneral and ovt merely in regard to this par- 
ticular instance, almost passes my compreben- 
sion. J have never spoken or acted in regard to 
them with any ether desire than to further their 
truest interests; Vet they have treated me, and 
treat me how, as if I were their worst and bit- 
terest enemy.“ 

“They have not spared you, I observe, Mr. 
Gladstone, ou this occasion, even the old re- 
proach of having declared yourself a well-wisher 
tu Jefferson Davis and the Confederacy in its 
moment of power.“ 

Mr. Gladstone—**And 1 have not answered 
that charge because 1 have already met it once, 
and, as I think, fully aud satisfactorily, in a let- 
ter written for publication on the other side of 
the Atlantic. What is the truth about it! In 
my original utterance on the subject I merely 
stated what to my mind appeared to beafact.

REPORTS FOR OCTOBER. 

GALVESTON, Oct. 9.--The monthly crop re- 
port of the Galveston Cotton Exchange is con- 
densed from seventy-seven replies from fifty- 
four counties. Seventy report the weather fa- 
vorable and seven unfavorable. Sixty-seven 
report the weather favorable to the plant, caus- 
ing it to mature and open rapidly. Ten report 
a bad effect, causing it to shed. Ten report 
slight damage by worms. Seven report 10 per 
cent, six report 20 per cent, eight report 25 per 
cent, and seven report 50 per cent damage by 
worms. Thirty-nine report no damage by rust, 
rot, or storms reporten. Sixty-tour report pick- 
ing progressing ag. Some few complain of 
want of pickers. Two report a quarter picked 
out; three report one-third; seven report half. 
One reports three- quarters picked out. 

Regarding the yield acre, one reports one- 
sixth of a bale, eight rt one-quarter of a 
bale, Lwenty-two report one-third of à bale, 
twenty-five report half a bale, twelve report 
three-quarters of a bale, six report two-thirds of 
a bale, three report one bale per acre. As to the 
yield, compared with last year, thirteen report 
the same, six report less, four report 10 per cent 
less, six report 25 per cent less. three report 88. 
ber cent less, One reports 50 per cent less, six 
report some better, eight report 10 per cent 
more, eight report 25 per cent more, eighf re- 
port 50 per cent more, ten report 100 per cent 
more, four report from 150 to 500 per cent more.

A POLITICAL OBITUARY. 

One of the saddest incidents of Tuesday's 
election is the untimely political demise of 
the Hon. A. G. Tuurman, United States 
Senator from Ohie and aspiring candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent. 
the Latin in junction to say nothing but good 
of the dead, but there are occasions when 
this rule cannot be observed without 
doing injury to the public welfare. The 
disaster which overtook Mr. Tuurman 
day before yesterday, though deplor- 
able enough from a personal point 
of view to call for the most generous char- 
ity, points a moral and adorns a tale that 
should not be concealed from the public 
view. In chronicling the premature taking- 
off of Mr. Tuurman as a Presidential candi- 
date, it is plainly a duty to observe that he 
was responsible for his own misfortune, 
When a man dies in a drunken debauch or 
kills himself by the careless handling of 
dangerous weapons, it is proper to make the 
most of the fact as a warning to the whole 
community not to get intoxicated or not to 
play with edged tools. So in Mr. Taurman’s 
case, however mournful the circumstance of 
his political death, the most conspicuous 
feature about it is that he brought it on 
himself by a deliberate effort to play the 
demagogue. 

In weeping over Mr. Tuvrman’s Presi- 
dential grave, dug by his own hands, we re- 
joice at being able to recall the fact that the 
greater part of his career was high-toned and 
manly. This reflection makes his punish- 
ment the more severe. He has been before 
the public many years. He first entered 
Congress, we believe, as far back as 1845,— 
over thirty years ago. Then he was awarded 
a hight judicial position in his own State, and 
subsequently became Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Ohio. Without following 
his career in detail, it is only necessary to 
say that he was elected by the Democrats to 
succeed bluff old Brew Wane in the United 
States Senate in 1869, and re-elected 
in 1874. His term was admirably timed 
for, the next succession to the Pres 
idency, for, if nominated and elected, 
he could step over from the Senate 
Chamber March 3, 1881, and into the White 
House next day. In view of the close con- 
nection which it was once possible he might 
make, it is especialiy sad to reflect that his 
opportunity is now gone from him forever. 
During his long term of public service, Judge 
Tavurman had kept himself above suspicion-} 
the red bandana which he was accustomed 
to flourish in the Senate had never flirted 
with the jade Demagogy, no matter how 
alluring her ways: He had won the confi- 
dence, if not the enthusiasm, of his own 
party, and had conqnered the respect and 
admiration of his opponents, He earned a 
special distinction during the last session of

The County Ring are coming to the front 
again this fall with a proposition to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the general election 
for an issue of new bonds to the amount of

LonDown, Oct. 10—5 a. m.—A Vienna dispatch 
says Prince Lobanoff has informed Safvet Pasha 
that, by order of the Czar, the further with- 
drawal of the Russian troops is stopped, and 
that they will keepthe line they now occupy 
at Tchalaldja.

THE WAR PARTY IN TURKEY. 

Lowpon, Oct. 10—5 a. m.—A Vienna cor- 
respondent states that according to the reports 
current in Constantinople a party in the Palace 
is endeavoring to induce the Sultan to break 
off relations with Austria, and concentrate a 
large army to bar any further Austrian advance. 
It does not seem to be apprehended at Vienna 
that these efforts will succeed. 

THE TURKISH NOTE. 

A Vienna dispatch says it is to be feared the 
Turkish note bas seriously, if not irretrievably, 
compromised the amicable relations between 
Austria and Turkey. 

Germany will formally notify the Porte that 
its note is an offense to all the Powers. 

GERMANY. 
THE ANTI-SOCIALIST BILL. 

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—On the reassembling of the 
Reichstag to-day, Herr Frankenstein read a 
declaration on behalf of the Centre (Catholics), 
that although they recognize the dangers of the 
Socialist agitation, they don’t consider the pend- 
ing bill as the proper means for combating it. 
Therefore, the Centre will vote against the bill. 
At this juncture Bismarck entered the House. 

After a speech fron Herr Sonnemann, editor 
of the Frankfort Tagblatt, against the bill, 
Prince Bismarck addressed the House at length. 
He insinuated that Herr Sennemann’s papers 
always harmonized with the French semi-official 
press. The Chancellor defended the institu- 
tions of Germany as compared with those of 
France, where, he said, Communists were not 
tried by jury, but were shot by court-martial. 


-He admitted that, workingmen’s associations 


promoted the welfare of the laboring classes 
when their action was confined to the proper 
objects, but not when they sought to under- 
mine the groundwork of the State and society 
and the rights of propertv. He was willing to 
examine ary positive proposition of the Social 
Democrats to ameliorate the condition of tue 
workiogmen, but he was brought face to 
face with a single negation, of which the only 
principle was the upheaval of State and society. 
The Socialists played an easy game with the 
half-educated masses, seeking to destroy all 
belief in God and attachment to famtly and 
Fatherland. The Gospel of negation found refuge 
in Germany aiter the Commune was suppressed 
in Paris. Its work had been aided by press- 
law and mild penal code. No one believed that 
the sentence of death would ever be carried 
out, but Prince Bismarck was grateful to the 
Crown Prioce for not allowing mercy to super- 
sede justice. The machinations of the Socialisig 
were partly responsible for the commercial de- 
pression and lack of employment. People should 
remember the series of crimes which resulted 
and culminated in attempts to assassinate a 
monarch who, regardiess of crown and life, 
devoted his whole existence to the welfare of 
the people. Yet some persous refused to see 
any peril, and denied the urgency of this bill. 

The Chancellor claimed his policy was free 
from any hidden tendency. He pursued a tan- 
frible object, and he looked to both conservative 
parties and to the National Libcrals to pass the 
bill. He asked them to repose confidence in 
the Government, saying: Are you more afraid 
of me than of the Social Democrats? If so, 
another must take my place, I wish that the 
three parties which intend to enabie us to pass 
this bill should generally go hand in hand, 
forming a united bulwark against all tempests to 
which the German Empire may be exposed.“ 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow.

Berwin, Oct. 9.—The Prussian Finance Minis- 
ter has remodeled the budget, reducing the de- 
ficiency 11,000,000 marks.

Proceedings in Their Convention at Spring- 
fleld Westerday. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune - 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 9.—The Mayors’ Con- 
vention did not get down to work until after- 
noon, when the committees made a report on 
the subjects reported yesterday, and the same 
was referred toa general committee.

that the committee report a draft of such leg- 
islation to an adjourned meeting, to be held fn 
Springfield, on the 15th day of January, 1879. 
Au abstract of the report of the Convention 
proceedings was ordered, printed and sent to 
all cities in the State, inviting their co-opera- 
tion in the movement. After adopting the fol- 
lowing the Convention adjourned: 

Resolved, That the authorities of all the munici- 
palities in this State be and the same are hereby 
requested to communicate with tne general Com-

Gola rather unexpectedly advanced to 100%, 
after opening at 100%. The simijar advance of the 
day before was easily disposed of by referring it, 
incorrectly, to the election prospects. That ex- 

does not answer for yesterday's move- 
ments. The market was probably oversold. 

Government bonds were weak. Prices remained 
nominally the same, but when bonds were offered 
for sale they would not bring quotation figures. 
Considerable amounts are going back to New York 
from Chicago, and this movement, as it is going on 
between New York and other Western points. may 
have a weakening tendency. It is aleo to be no- 
ticed that the rates for money are slowly stiffening 
in New York, as in Chicago, and this operates to 
throw oenantities of bonds on the market. The 
opening quotationsin New York were: 6s of 1881, 
107%: Ge of 1865, January and July, 103; 6s of 
1867, 105%; Ge of 1868, 107%: 10-408, 100 ½; 5a, 
105%: 4%s, 103%; 46, 100 bid. 

“The local loan market is gradually parting with 
ite idle surplus, andthe indications point plainly 
to a profitable activity for the rest of the season. 
Board of Trade customers are borrowing to carry 
grain, and the advances applied for by the mercan- 
tile, manufacturing, and country-bank customers 
are satisfactory. Rates are 6@10 per cent to regu- 
lar customers, with special rates in special cases. 

Country orders for carrency were light. but the 
orders for exchange were heavy, and the price be- 
tween banks was consequently firm at par@25c per 
$1, 000 premium. 

Clearings were $3, 400, 000. 

Sales of Chicago Gas Company stock were made 
at 131; the price is now 130 bid, and 131 asked. 
This has recently been the most active, really the 
only active, loca) stock. 

The point of special interest in the stock market 
was the attack on Western Union. This stock 
opened at 95, sold up to 95K. ana ther fell off to 
93%, at which price it closed. The regular meet-

Gay, but no details of what was done reached us 
before the stock market closed. One explanation 
of the weakness in the stock is the inauguration of 
the new telegraph company, the Continental, 
which this week has opened ite line between Phila- 
delphia and New York to business at the rate of 25 
cents a message.

Up to date in the present vear the market * 
touched 70X%c, which is lower than any year since 
the panic, and the year is not yet ended. A great 
many people have long thought that wheat at 90c 
18 good property, but yesterday it was heavy at 
80c. So far as the shipping demand was concern- 
ed, exporters can do better by taking the No. 3, 
and leaving the No. 2 to be carried on contracts. 
The price difference between the two grades is 
much greater than the difference in quality, and 
this accounts for the fact that we now have 
nearly 1, 250, 000 bu No. 2 in store, with no dispo- 
sition to move it out. though the supply of winter 
wheat has ebbead down to a comparatively low 
point. 

Some of the members of the Board of Trade yes- 
terday got up a paper asking for an adjournment 
of the Board to-day that they might attend the 
races, but the matter was not presented to the 
Board. 

The leading produce markets were rather less 
active yesterday and somewhat irregular. Pro- 
visions were firmer, though hogs Were quoted 
lower. Wheat was weak. with dullness abroad, 
and the price for this month dropped below 80c. 
Corn was dull, with little change in orices, except 
an early weakening of about Mc. and rye declined 
1c. while oats were tame in sympathy, and bariey 
was irregular as usual. The receipts were smaller. 

Jobbers of dry goods seemed well pleased with 
the position of affairs. There was a well-sustained 
activity in most departments, and the general tenor 
of prices was again steady and firm. Groceries 
continue to move freely, and remain firm at pre- 
vious quotations. Coffees and sugars have quieted 
down some, but are still in liberal demand, and 
are held with confidence.” There was a free move- 
ment in butter and cheese, and bothof those staple 
commodities were firmly held. Dried fruits were 
auoted as before, with a rather steadier feeling 
apparent. Fish were in good demand, with mack- 
erel in better supply and lower, and herring scarce 
and bigher. Prices of leather, bagging, tobacco, 
coal, and wood were unchanged. Oils were meet- 
ing with a gooa demand at previous quotations. 

The cargo lumber market was fairly active at the 
recent decline. The offerings were increased by a 
number of fresh arrivals, and the river at the sale - 
docks was well filled with cargoes at the close. The 
yard market was unchanged, the demand being 
fair at the usual range of prices. Drugs were 
steady, and in good demand. Broom-corn was 
weak under big receipts, with a comparatively 
light demand. Seeds were generally quiet and 
unchanged as regards prices. Wool, hides, salt, 
and hay were unchanged. Poultry dechned in 
consequence of heavy receipts, and sold slowly. 
Green fruits were quiet and steady, the offermgs 
being small, except of apples. 

Lake freights were rather slow and tame at pre- 
vious quotations, with more vessels offered than 
were wanted. The ruling rates were about 4\c on 
wheat and 4c on corn to Buffalo by sail. Room 
was taken for 150,000 bu wheat, 85,000 bu corn, 
and 60,000 bu oats.

LABOR MARKET. 
WHERE ARE THE UNEMPLOYED! 

For several years past the people of this country 
have felt the pressure of hard times and the strin- 
gency of the money market. There has been a per- 
petual wail going up from the laboring classes es- 
pecially, who have been complaining, not only 
that they could not get work, but that they could 
not obtain adequate pay for that work when em- 
ployed. A great deal of talk nas been wasted over 
the destitution of these supposed mendicants by 
tender-hearted philanthropists, and many ways 
have been proposed to ameliorate their sad con- 
dition. It might be supposed, fronrthe cry of dis- 
trese that is always floating in the air, aud from 
the numerous labor meetings and occasional 
riots in Chicago, that there was a grand army of 
starving. ragged people on our streets, zankious 
and willing to work, dut unable to find 
anything for their honest hands todo. For the 
purpose of learning something of the true state of 
the case a TRIBUNE reporter was yesterday dis- 
patched to a number of firms who employ many 
workmen. The investigation failed to disclose the 
ravages of venury to any alarming extent. The 
ciamor for employment was not as great as might 
have been expected. In fact, the inquiry, so far us 
it extended, indicated an anusually healthy and 
prosperous condition of things, and the demon of 
want was not encountered at all. The foundries. 
rolling-mills, and manufactories of boots and 
shoves of Chicago employ many thousands of men, 
and their condition is a pretty good criterion of the 
labor market in Chicago. In his travels the re- 
porter 

VISITED TWENTY ESTABLISHMENTS 
employing an aggregate of 5,000 men. Ten of these 
establishments had all the men they wanted, tive 
wanted more men bat could not get them, and the 
remaining five were having but few applicants, and 
no more work for additional employes. One gen- 
tleman, at the head of a well-knowa and very ex- 
tensive industry, stated taat in his opinion there 
was not a man in his line in Chicago without em- 
ployment, of necessity. He had had conversations 
with gentlemen recently who were at the head of 
establishments which employed a large number of 
laborers, and they claimed that any honest, ener- 
getic man who wanted work in Chicago could get 
it. A gentleman connected witha large foundry 
emploving 1,400 men stated that they had all the 
laborers at present they desired, but that they were 
having very few applications for work. He 
thought it would be a little difficult for laborers 
to get work now, but there was a far greater de- 
mand for workman than tnere was a year ago. He 
was paying $1.12% per day for laborers, and from 
$2 to $7 per day for skilled workmen. Another 


concern, employing 650 men, is paying $1 ver day. 


and wants more laborers. Still another concern is 
paying for skilled workmen an average salary of 
$12 per week, and hiring all the men they can get. 
These, then, are the few out potent facts revealedby 
the day’s investigations. It is but 4 partial presert- 
ation of the facts, it is true, but time and labor may 
show up the whole question as it is. not as it appears. 
Certainly, the facts already gleaned are not alarm - 
ing, but, on the contrary, are quite assuring, and 
calculated to dissipate the opinion that some peo- 
ple entertain, that the entire community is idle, 
starving, and dying for want of employment. 
There are undoubtedly some laborers who are 
without work, for the reasdn that they area little 
fastidious and dainty asto the kind of employ- 
ment, or who prefer to remain idle rather than to 
work at the wages offered. 

The facts presented show that there is no unusu- 
al or phenomenal state of things. There are the 
ordinary fluctuations of demand and supply. Em- 
ployers appear to be able to get as many workmen 
as they desire at wages they are able to pay, and 
workmen who seek employment are abie to get 
work without a great deai of difficuity at reasona- 
bie rates. The gaunt spectre of Starvation, which 
stump orators and windy politicians would have 
one believe is hovering around the city 
interfering with the comfort of some and frighten- 
ing everybody, seems to be 

A CREATURE OF THE IMAGINATION, 
without form or substance. The purchasing power 
of the money the laborer receives for his toil is so 
largely increased that it makes up for the decrease 
in ine amount. Several business men who had 
opportunities of observing the condition of thin 
expressed the belief yesterday that the cry of ‘* No 
wörk which which we now hear so much of was 
acry echoed by demagogues for the purpose of 
gaining the sympathy of the working people who 
have not vet been able to adjust themselves to the 
new order of things, and who do not yet realize 
that whatever they get they will have to work for. 
Capital appears to be seeking labor fully as 
much as labor is seeking capital, the only 
contest apparently being as to the amount of 
wages. During the flush times which came with 
the rebuilding of Chicago the workmen had matters 
all their own way, and commanded whatever 
wages they desired. They were often insatiable 
and some years afterwards the employers, who had 
borrowed money to pay their workmen, were forced 
into bankruptcy and ruin in consequence thereof. 
The memory of those halycon days still lingers in 
the recollection of many of these workingmen, 
who have not yet forgotten the munificence of 
those times. They stil cling to fallacy that they 
must obtain the high wages of former times or not 
work at all. The complaint. in most cases, 
dees not come from the men who are actu- 
ally at work, and who are too busy about their 
affaires to complain of hard times, but it usually 
comes from those who ornament the street corners 
and roost on the iron rails of public buildings 
waiting for better times and higher vrices, while 
their wives and daughters supply the family witn 
bread by taking washing. The facts given above 
show for themselves, and these will be followed 
by other facta. eo as to give a clearer, more com- 
prehensive, anda more certain contradiction to 
the growing heresy that capital is idie, our man- 
ufactures are still, and our people without em- 
ployment. 


COMMISSIONER RAUM. 
A TOUR OF THE DISTILLERIES. 

The Hon. Green B. Raum, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, arrived in the city yesterday 
morning from Washington, and put up at the Grand 
Pacific. His arrival was announced twoor three 
days ago, and had been expected for two or three 
weeks. About 10 o'clock he was waited upon at 
hie hotel by Collector Harvey, Depuaty-Collector 
Somerville, and Revenue-Agent Grimeson, and, 
taking acarriage with them, drove to the North 
Side and, made an inspection of the Shuteldt and 
Pheenix distilleries. He appeared to be weil 
pleased with the results of his observations at the 
three houses, and, after an informal talk over the 
grievances of which the Chicago distillers com- 
plain, drove back to his hotel forluncheon. Sub- 
sequently he visited the Interual- Revenue offices, 
where he was called upon by the various Govern- 
ment officers, who find a temporary home in the 
rookery leased for national purposes. 

The Chicago distillers have several complaints to 
make, and these will be presented to the Commis- 
sioner to-morrow at a conference between him and 
them. They will urge the abolition of the gauging 
system, and the substitution of weighing, whereby 
both parties—the Government and the distillers— 
will be exempted from the annoyances and disputes 
which invariably accompany the calculations for 
correction of volume. Asthe law now reads. the 
tax of 90 cents per gallon is based on proof spirits 
at a temperatare of GO degrees Fahrenheit. tach 
additional degree of temperature expands the vol 
ume and apparently increases the number of taxa- 
bie gailons: a diminution of temperature causes a 
contraction, and in all cases the Gauger. belore he 
can determine the amount of tax, w obliged 
to consult his hydronteter, thermometer, and 
manual. Bat this is pot all. Should the 
temperature of the spirits exceed that of the sur- 
rvanding atmosphere jeither way dfteen degrees, 
tue Gauger cannot ed with the duties of bis 
Office, and one-half the Ousiness of the distillery 
must come — 2 undi the temperatures 
of the surrou 
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not. 12 fractional business is the source of 
much annoyance, for the reason that frequently 
the Government Gauger s figures as to the meas- 
urement of barrel, indication of proof, tempera- 
ture, and wuntage differ from those of the dis. 
tiller; and as tae Gauger's estimates are final and 
beyond supervision, tne distiller has to stand 
the racket, whateyer i may be. Thirdly, 
weighing is much more speedy than gaug- 
ing, and can be done at much less ex- 
pense. One man can weigh 200 barfcis 
where the most expert Gauger can get away 
with one-quarter the number in the old-fashioned 
way of using the rod and manual. If tne tax were 
based on the pouna the Government would get an 
additional revenue of at least 25 cents per barrel 
on all the spirits consumed in the country, or about 
$200, 000 per annum. 

ANOTHER COMPLAINT 

which is peculiar to tnis district is the mode of sur- 
veying the distilleries. As the rule now obtains, 
the capacity of a distillery is ügured out on what it 
can produce daily on q basis of forty-eight hours, 
fermentation. This Period is the one in vogue in 
Cincinnati. Louisville, and Peoria, and is the re- 
sult of climatic conditions which are not met with 
in this latitude. Here the distiliers cannot obtain 
a maximum yield in a shorter fermenting 
period than seventy-two hours; but, although they 
are allowed to select this period, yet they are sur- 
veyed on the forty-eight-hour plan. and under 
this, by a strict adherence to the _ theoretical 
viuns laid down by paper experts“ in Wash- 
ingtoh, they are subjected at all times to the pos- 
sibility of an assessment for a deficiency which 
may occur through causes for which they are not 
responsible. In order to escape assessment & 
house running on the forty-eight-bhour plan, with a 
capacity of 1,000 bushels per Gay, must make 
12.80 quarts per bushel, or 80 percent of sixteen 
quarts. Should the proprietor see fit to change 
the fermenting time to seventy-two hours, he will 
be subject to un assessment if he fall to make 80 
per cent of fifteen quarts, or three galions to the 
bushel, on the daily capacity of 1. 000 bushels, 
while it is impossible for him to use more 
than 750 busheis. In other words, the forty- 
eight-hour man, to escape an assessment, 
must only produce 12.80 # quarts per 
bushel, or 80 per cent of foar galions, while 
his seventy-two hour competitor, though getting a 
slightly larger yieid, must draw off sixteen quarts, or 
80 per cent on five gallons. ‘Theoretically it is 
claimed that it is possible to obtain five gallons or 
twenty quarts of pepof spirits from a ushel of 
corn, lu a small way in experiments cquducted 
by the most experienced chemists this has beeu ob- 
tained, but only under the most favorable on- 
ditions. The corn used was thoroughly dried and 
of the finest quality, the yeast used was the best 
that could be obtained, ana the mautpulation was 
conducted with the delicacy and accuracy that dis- 


tinguished the operations of Faraday, Liebig. or. 


Musprat. Chicago distillers have secuged greater 
yields than t iose of any other distilling point, and 
yet the average yield of the district last year was 
only 15.94 quurta to zue cashel. Asking the man- 
ufacturers under these circumstances to pro- 
duce sixteen quarts seems to the uninitiated to be 
crowding the mourners, and compelling them to 
pay for something they do not get. 

A few weeks ago an order emanated from the 
Commissioner's office imetructing the Collector 
here to inforce the regulation providing that forty- 
five gallons of mash shall represent one bushel of 
grain, or, in other words; that thirty-seven galions 
of water shall be added to each oushel of meal. 
The reason for this is not apparent. Our distillers 
have been running for vears on an average of from 
forty-two to forty-three vallons of mash, or thirty- 
four to thirty-five gallous of water. Their experi- 
ence has taught them tuat with this amount they 
can producea better yield than with 2 other. 
The objection to the lodal practice is the allegation 
that it mvolves a technical ‘‘staffing” of 
mashes, and thus enadles the distiller 
to approximately suéceed in meeting the 
requirements of tune survey, which he 
cannot do if he be obliged to use the forty-five- 
gallon mash. For instance, a fermenting-tubd with 
a capacity of 12,000 gillons is surveyed on the 
basis of forty-tive gallons The number of bush- 
eis to be used is 266%." The distiller, however, 
works on the basis of -férty-two gallons and uses 
285 5-7 bushels. The @viference, nineteen bush- 
els, is regarded by the Washington theorists as 
*-stuffing."’ These gematlemen apparently forget 
that it is of just as much importance to the Guv- 
ernment as to tne distiher that all the yield that 
can be obtained should be. The grain is weighed 
into the distillery fram the wagons, cars, and 
boats; it is weighed inte the hopper before veing 
ground unto meal, and the results obtained show 
that the distilier has pro@nced from it all be can, 
and the Government ue received all the tax to 
which it was equitably entitled. Then why compel 
the distiller to use a cl iron rule regarding the 
amount of water hel uses? Alcohol cannot 
pe made from water. A million gallons don't con- 
tain as much as will datmpén the point of a needie. 
With just as much propriety might the Commis- 
sioner’s office say that the distiller shall use so 
many pounds of coal te produce a steam pressure 
of forty pounds forranm@ing his beer-pnmp, or a 
certain brand of lamp: Dack for stenciling the 
heads of his barrels. ips just the same proprie- 
ty, if there were a tax om newspapers. should he 
prescribe the quality or bum ber of pounds of prin- 
ter s ink. roe 

ANOTHER-GRIEVANCE 

is the wastage that seem# inseparable from gauging. 
This on the average wil? ‘Approximate close to a 
pint on each barrel. It is wasted after the 
wine-gallon contents of Mie barrel have been as- 
certained and while the Gauger is computing the 
proof. The distiller . that this loss be 
made good by filling up, 0 as to make the con- 
tents of the barrel actuallxf agree with 
what the Gauger ceft?ies to Washington and 
the local Collector. OA this the Government 
should not collect the tat and then ask the distill- 
er to lose it, as well as ne value of the amount 
wasted. It is urged that the distilier saves him- 
self on the fraction, This, however, is not cor- 
rect. The distiller is allowed the fraction by op- 
eration of law, and no Government official should 
be permitted to take it frém him. 

During the afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter en- 
deavored to interview Gen. Raum on the com- 
plaints above noted, but the Commissioner de- 
clined on the ground that to-morrow he will meet 
the distiilers and talk he matters over. He 
further added that his visit at the present time was 
not an official one, and under any circumstances he 
would not take decisive action until after his re- 
tarn to Washington. 

This morning the Commissioner will meet in 
conference at Collector Harvey's office the Col- 
lectors of Cincinnati, Peoria, Springfield, Terre 
Haute, Sterling. St. Louis, and Milwaukee. and in 
the afternoon visit some of the distilleries. To- 
morrow be will meet the distillers, who will pre- 
sent him with extended arguments iu the com- 
plaints mentioned above. 


SOUTH PARKS, 
THE PHILLIPS TRACT. 

A reporter saw one of the South Park Commis- 
sioners yesterday ana asked him what he thought 
of the decision rendered by Judge Harlan in the 
Kerr case, and how they expected to get the money 
to pay for the land commonly known as the Phillips 
tract, which Was involved in this case, and on 
which, im accordance with the decision, the Park 
Commissioners are obliged to pay the inflation 
prices in vogue in 1870. 

This piece of land was taken possession of by 
the Park Commissioners in the e rly part of the 
summer of 1870, was the reply, and at that 
time we were paying very low prices. For instance, 
we bought of H. O. Stone, about that time ora 
little later, some property near it on the south, 
fronting on the lake, the tract amounting to thirty 
acres, for which we paid $24.000, or $800 an 
acre. During that summer we bought some prop- 
erty adjoMing it on the north at $1,000 an acre. 
We also purchased about that time a piece adjoin- 
ing it on the south at $1,000 an acre. We also 
bought some property that same year that was 
considered rather better than «he tract in ques- 
tion, which contains a good deal of swamp land, 
at‘$1,000 an acre in bonds that were selling at 
about 93. We thought at the time that the price 
of this particular piece was somewhere between 
$800 and $1, 000 an acre.*’ 

Aud what do you propose to do now:“ 

** We are willing to pay a reasonable priee for 
it, of course; but, if we can’t agree upon a rea- 
sonable amount, we shall take an appeal.

»Out of the assessments we are now and have 
been collecting,—the special assessments levied 
upon property for the purpose of paying for park 
lands. 

Just what the reasonable price might de, the 
gentleman did not undertake to say, although it 
may be properly inferabie from his remarks that 
it lay between 8800 ana $1,000.

Stone 
tract of thirty acres was pought, as the Com- 
missioner stated, for, $24,000; that fifteen acres 
were bought of George M. Hambright for $10, 000, 
100 acres from Dunlevy for $125,000, seventeen 
and one-haif acres from Morton & Clement for 
821. 469, and tive acres, situated on the ridge and 
vastly better land, at a period shortiy afterwards 
at 61, 250 an acre.

From another source it was learned that the 
Metropolitan is rather depressed financially just 
now, and that the attorneys who had been fighting 
for it bad taken their pay in stock. Mr. Pratt, one 
of the Metropolitan attorneys, was called upon, 
and he discredited the rumor that the Metropolitan 
Company had offerea to sell out to the West Di- 
vision Railway Company. He didn’t think that 
Hough was that kind of a man, and the 
latter had denied such a rumor most ve- 
hementiv. Ie regarded Hough as a good man, 
who looked upon the Metropolitan scheme as the 
biggest thing on earth. So far as tue atiorneys’ 
fees were concerned, the latter generally looked to 
their own interest. As to selling out for $15, 000, 
that wouldn't pay for the trouble and labor that 
has been had in behalf of the new Company. They 
had gained a point. and showed that the street- 
railway Companies could not always be monopolies. 
They had broken down the barriers, and now there 
was alarge entering wedge for opposition.

Division Railway Company held a special meeting, 
but what they did remains a secret. 


THE ATHEN AUM., 
THE ANNUAL MEETING 

of the Chicago Atheneum was held last evening ia 
the lere - rooms of the Institution, No. 50 Dear- 
born street, and was attended by a goodiy number 
of the friends of that praiseworthy enterprise. 
Tne Hon. Henry Booth, President of the Boara of 
Government, called the meeting to order and oceu- 
pied the chair. 

The annual report of the Board of Government 
was read by the Superintendent, the Rev. Mr. For- 
bush. It showed that tuere baa been from sixty to 


, seventy classes per week in some twenty different 


lines of study. including mathematics, ancient and 
modern languages, English literature, penman- 
ship, bookkeeping, elocution, phonography, draw- 
ing, vocal and instrumental music, and art. These 
Classes had been in charge of competent teachers, 


and had had a membership of 2,510. Private in- 


struction had also been given in several branches, 
and a school of individual instruction had been 
maintained with gratifying success. The gymua- 
sium was represented as in a flourishing condition, 
offering as it did the best facilities for physical 
training for the two sexes. The whole number of 
members during the year was given as 2, 700, of 
whom 1,362 are now remaining in the institution. 
‘the running ¢xpenses for the year had 
been $11,844, and the receipts $9,224, leaving u 
deficit of $2,620, whichhad been mage good by 
donations. In addition to this, the expense of 
fitting up the new buiiding had been $1, 100, and 
the standing indebtedness had been largely reduc- 
ed. The mempersnip paid 78 per cent of the total 
expense, and it was not desirable to place ine 
balance upon the members, for the reason that the 
increase inthe cost would drive away the very 
ones whom the institution most benefits. The re- 
port therefore asked that the community con- 
tribute the emallsam of $2,500 a year to aid in 
maintaining this social and intellectual home for 
2,600 young men and women, many of whom had 
no other, anc who, through this, were kept from 
vicious surroundings and helped to lead lives of 
usefuiness and prosperity. The plans for the 
future, the report stated, included an increase of 
the class work, the development of the school 
of individual instruction, the opening of 
an academy for classical and scientitic traininy, 
and the popularizing of physical culture among 
women. Among the things needed were a little 
more money, books and papers for the library and 
reading-room, and, most especially, the active 
co-operation and interest of the many members 
and friends of the institution throughout the city. 
The report closed with an appropriate reference to 
the late Mancel Talcott, a member of the Board of 
Government. 

The Rev. Edward Sallivan was called upon for 
some remarks, and in response said he was amazed 
at the mass of facts contained in the report, aud 
thought that the best thing the Atheneum could 
do towards making itself and its objects known 
would be to publish it in full. Chicago was reach- 
ing that period in its history when the mental and 
moral elements of development were coming to 
the front, witbodt any disparagement whatever to 
ber material progress, and in the work of educating 
and training those who were wiliing to learn the 
Athenzum was fitted to do, and was doing, its 
part. He expressed himself as being in thorough 
sympathy with the institution and its oojects, and 
promieed to lend it all the support in his power. 

Brief remarks were also made by Gen. Chetlain. 
after which the meeting adjourned, several of 
those present accepting an invitation of the Super- 
jntendent to inspect the gymnasium and the other 
departments. 


PRESIDENT HAYES. 


He Visite the Madison Estate at Orange 
' Court- House. 

WasuineorTon, D. C., Oct. 9.—The President, 
accompanied by Mrs. Hayes, Secretary Schurz, 
Attorvey-General Devens, Col. Mosby, Miss 
Mosby, Edwin C. Marshall (only son of the late 
Ubief-Justice Marsnall), members of the Com- 
mittee of Invitation, and others, left Washing- 
ton this morning for the estate of ex-President 
Madison, at Orange Court-House. 

The President responded te an address of 
welcome, expressing his thanks for the gener- 
ous welcome extended him and companions, and 
paid high tribute to James Madison, the father 
of the Constitation. He then introduced Judge 
Devens, who spoke for a few minutes in the 
same line of remarks as the President. 

The Presidential party then proceeded in car- 
riages tothe Montpelier Madison seat, where 
they arrived about noon. A large company 
from the neighboring country preceded them. 
Having been invited tothe portico, the Presi- 
dent was welcomed by John Wells, grand- 
nephew of Madison. 

The President replied: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: It is a great gratifica- 
tion indeed to be so welcomed to the home of Mad- 
ison. You have heard the beautiful address just 
delivered by the nearest surviving relative of 
James Madison, a man whose name will be heid in 
gratefu! remembrance by the lovers of liberty and 
stable government, as long as liberty and consti- 
tutional government exist on earth. Madison 
having so linked his name and memory with the 
best law, the Constitution, the world has ever 
known, bie fame is forever safe. He began the 
work of the formation of the Constitution, and in 
convention be was a leading spirit. his 
wisdom and advice contributing to that result. 
After the Constitation was framed by the Conven- 
tion, it was for him to persuade the people to adopt 
it. jn the Convention of,Virginia there was a 
great struggle as to whether that Commonwealtu 
should ratify the Constitution. and it was largely 
due to the respect and appreciation the people had 
for the character and influence of his counsels that 
this question was carried in the Convention. He 
assisted in carrying the Consitution into effect as a 
member of Congress., as a member of the Cabinet, 
and as President of the United States. After the 
close of his public life, no longer disturbed by 
party conflicts, be survived for many years, an 
interested spectator of passing events. Dis- 
tinguished men of his time were giad of the oppor- 
tunity to sit at hie feet and hear his worus of 
wisdom and patriotism. 

In my remarks at Orange Court-Honuse to-day I 
called attention to an estimate of his country oy 
Gladstone, which I do not think too high. It is 
contained in am article witten by that distin- 
guished stateswan, entitled. Kin Beyond the 
Ses. in which he says: **The American Consti- 
gution, 30 far as I can see, is the most wonderful 
work ever struck off at a given time by the brain 
and purpose of man. It has hada century of trial 
under the pressure of exigencies caused by ex- 
pansion unexampled in pom of rapidity and 
range, and its exemption from formal change, 
though not entire. has certainly proved the 
sugacity of the constructors and stubborn strength 
of the fabric.” 

We may weil honor the name and memory of the 
man Who did so much for the present and future of 
our country. in view of thie beautiful scene, the 
magnificent range of the Blue Ridge, this verdant 
lawn and hospitable mansion here, at the home of 
Madison, we may surely say that, if the advice 
and patriotic purposes of this great man had been 
observed, we should have been saved from civil 
strife, and as iu the past, so im the future, there 
are no troubles that can arise in the aaministration 
of the atfairs of this country that cannot be settled 
by recurrence,to the principles of Madison, which 
inculcate the fabmiesion of all sections, States,
